TO 

Provide further facilities for the Purchase of Land in 
Ireland ; for the Improvement of the Condition of the 
Poorer and more Congested Districts ; and for the consti- 
tution of a Land Department. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 PART I. 

Sale and Purchase of Holdings. 

Agreements for Sale and Advances. 

1. If the landlord and the tenant of a holding in Ireland make an 
agreement for the sale of the holding to the tenant and either — 

10 (a) the purchase money is agreed on by them, and specified in 

the agreement; o£ 

(i b ) the agreement refers it to the Land Department (herein-after 
mentioned) to fix the price of the interest which the tenant 
agrees to buy in the holding ; 

15 and such agreement provides for an application to the Land 
Department to cany the sale into effect under this Act, and to 
make an advance to the amount specified in the agreement, in or 
as a contribution to the payment of the purchase money, the 
Land Department, subject to the provisions of this Act, may 
20 make an order (in this Act referred to as a vesting order) for 
carrying the sale into effect, and may if the price of the interest 
which the tenant agrees to buy in the holding is referred to them, 
fix such price, and may in manner provided by this Act make the 
said advance. 

[Bill 199.] A 
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(2.) If such, agreement refers the price of the interest which 
the tenant agrees to buy in the holding to the Land Department, 
and further provides that a sum not exceeding the amount of two 
years’ rent of the holding shall be added to such price in satisfaction 
of arrears of rent due to the landlord in respect of the holding, the 5 
Land Department may, if they think fit, add to the said price the 
sum so agreed on, and such price with the sum so added shall form 
the purchase money. 

2. — (1.) Where any such agreement as above-mentioned is lodged 
with the Land Department, that Department, before making a 10 
Testing order, shall be satisfied — 

(a) that the agreement is in the prescribed form and contains the 
prescribed particulars ; and 
(5) that it is bona fide and without collusion ; and 
(c) that the parties to the agreement are primh facie the landlord 15 
and tenant within the meaning of this Act. 

(2.) An advance under this Act may be made of the whole of the 
purchase money or of any less amount specified in the agreement : 
Provided that the advance does not exceed any of the following 
amounts ; (that is to say,) 20 

(a) the sum for the repayment of which the holding will in the 
opinion of the Land Department be an adequate security ; 

(5) twenty years purchase of the net annual value (as in this 
Act defined) of the interest which the tenant agrees to buy in 
the holding ; or 25 

(c) three thousand pounds, or where the Land Department are 
of opinion that the advance of a larger amount is expedient 
for the purpose of carrying out sales on the same estate, five 
thousand pounds. 

(3.) Any excess of the purchase money above any of the above 30 
amounts may be provided in such manner as the landlord and 
the tenant, with the approval of the Land Department, agree. 

3: — (1.) The amount of every advance under this Act towards the 
purchase money of a holding shall be repaid by an annuity (in this 
Act referred to as the purchase-annuity) which shall be charged on 35 
the holding in favour of the Land Department for a term of forty - 
nine years , and be payable by equal half-yearly payments, on 
the first days of May and November, and (subject as herein-after 
mentioned) be calculated at the rate of four per cent per annum 
on the advance ; and in this Act the said term is referred to as 40 
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the normal term and the annuity calculated at the said rate is 
referred to as the normal annuity. 

(2.) Provided that — 

(a) the annuity during the first five years of the term shall be 
5 equal to eighty per cent of the net annual value (as in this 

Act defined) of the interest which the tenant agrees to buy in 
the holding ; and 

(b) if the annuity during the said first five years exceeds the 
normal annuity, then it shall, on the application of the 

10 proprietor for the time being of the holding, be reduced by the 
Land Department, so that it shall from the time of reduction 
until the expiration of thirty years from the commencement 
of the annuity be the normal annuity, and afterwards shall on 
the like application be such reduced annuity as (in accordance 
15 with tables made by the Treasury) will after allowing for any 
excess above the normal annuity previously paid (which excess 
is in this Act referred to as the purchaser’s insurance money) 
replace the advance at the end of the normal term ; and 

(c) until any such application is made the annuity shall remain 
20 of the same amount, but shall continue for such less period 

than the normal term as may be provided by tables made by 
the Treasury. 

-(3.) Where any purchaser’s insurance money has been paid in 
respect of a holding, and subsequently the whole or any part of an 
25 instalment of the purchase-annuity charged on the holding is in 
arrear, the Land Department, if satisfied that the non-payment of 
such arrear by the proprietor of the holding arose from some cause 
other than the proprietor’s own conduct, act, or wilful default, 
and that there is reasonable ground for so doing, may set off against 
SO the whole or part of the arrear the tenant’s insurance money , or 
any part thereof, but any amount so set off shall be added to 
such subsequent instalments of the annuity and in such maimer 
as the Land Department direct, and be recovered as part of 
those instalments, so, however, that such addition shall not make 
35 the annuity exceed eighty per cent, of the net annual value of the 
interest which the tenant agrees to buy in the holding. - 

(4.) A pmeliase-annuity may at any time be redeemed by payment 
to the Land Department of such capital sum as according to tables 
made by the Treasury will replace that portion of the advance 
40 which has not at that time been repaid after crediting any pur-

chaser’s insurance money, and a part of a purchase annuity may be 
redeemed in like manner. 

Guaranteed Land Stock. 

4. — (1.) The Land Department shall make an advance under 
this Act for the purchase of a holding by issuing out of the stock o 
placed at their disposal in pursuance of this Act (in this Act 
referred to as guaranteed land stock), an amount of stock equal 
in nominal amount to such advance. 

(2.) One-fifth part of the stock so issued shall, except as herein- 
after provided by this Act, form the guarantee deposit in respect of 10 
the holding purchased, and be retained by the Land Department 
and carried to a separate account for that holding. 

(3.) The remainder of the stock shall be issued to the prescribed 
account (in this Act referred to as the sale account), and he subject 
to the provisions of this Act with respect to the distribution of 15 
the purchase money. 

(4.) The issue of the said amount of stock in manner aforesaid 
shall he a payment of the amount of the advance and a discharge 
of the purchase money, or of that part thereof which is advanced 
under this Act, and shall form the whole or part, as the case may 20 
he, of the purchase money, and the amount retained as the guarantee 
deposit shall, subject to the guarantee liability in this Act provided, 
he hold for the benefit of the persons entitled thereto. 

5. — (1.) The guaranteed land stock shall he a capital stock 
consisting of annuities yielding dividends at the rate of tioo 25 
pounds fifteen shillings per cent per annum on the nominal amount 

of the capital, which shall be payable by equal half-yearly dividends 
on the first days of June and December in every year, out of the 
Land Purchase Account herein-after mentioned. 

(2.) Dor the purpose of paying off the whole of the guaranteed 30 
land stock at or before the expiration of the time at which the 
purchase-annuities will cease, a sinking fund shall be established by 
means of the payments herein-after mentioned out of the Land 
Purchase Account. 

(3.) If the Land Purchase Account is insufficient to pay the said 35- 
dividends and sinking fund payments, those dividends and pay- 
ments shall, to the extent of the deficiency, he paid out of the 
Guarantee 3?und herein-after mentioned, and if necessary shall 
be temporarily advanced out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
United Kingdom , and accordingly shall be charged on and issued 40 
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out of that Fund or the growing produce thereof, and any sum so 
advanced shall he repaid to the Consolidated Fund from the Land 
Purchase Account in manner provided by this Act. 

(4.) The guaranteed land stock shall not he redeemable until 
5 after thirty years from the commencement of this Act, hut 
subsequently may be redeemed at any time, after the notice and in 
the manner provided by this Act, at the rate of one hundred 
pounds sterling for every hundred pounds of the capital sums in 
respect of which the annuities are payable, together with the 
10 payment of all arrears of such annuities, including the portions 
which have accrued since the last date of the payment of 
dividends. 



Land Purchase Account. 

6. — (1.) The Land Department shall open a separate account (in 
15 this Act referred to as the Land Purchase Account), and shall carry 
to that account all money received in respect of any purchase- 
annuity (whether arising from, the current half-yearly instalments, 
or in respect of the arrears, or in respect of the redemption, of 
the annuity, or otherwise). 

20 (2.) All sums so carried to the account from the current half- 

yearly instalments of the purchase-annuity shall be applied in the 
order following : — 

(a.) in paying the dividends on the guaranteed land stock ; and 
( b .) in paying to the sinking fund for the stock by half-yearly 
25 payments an annual sum at the rate of one pound for every 
hundred pounds of the advance ; and 
(c.) in paying to the Guarantee Fund an annual sum (in this 
Act referred to as the county per-centage) at the rate of five 
shillings for every hundred pounds of the advance. 

30 (3.) All sums carried to the account in respect of arrears of 

the purchase-annuity, whether paid by the proprietor of the holding 
or from the guarantee deposit or from the proceeds of the sale of a 
holding or from any other source, shall be applied first in repaying 
to the Consolidated Fund any advances out of that fund made as 
35 above provided in this Act to meet any deficiency, and subject to 
that application shall, save as in this Act mentioned, be paid to 
the Guarantee Fund towards the repayment of sums paid out of 
that fund to meet any deficiency on the Land Purchase Account. 
(4.) Any sum carried to the account in respect of the redemption 
40 of the purchase-annuity, whether received from the proprietor of 
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the holding, or upon the sale of the holding, shall be paid to the 
sinking fund of the stock. 

(5.) Any residue shall, save as otherwise provided by or in. 
pursuance of this Act, be paid to the sinking fund of the stock. 

Guarantee and Deserve Fund. 5 

7. — (1.) In order that the like benefits may be given to Ireland as 
were given to England and Scotland when the duties on certain 
licenses ( termed in the Local Government Act, 1888, local taxation 
licenses ) were transferred to local authorities, there shall be in 
every year charged on and paid out of the Consolidated Fund’ of the 10 
United Kingdom the sum of forty thousand pounds {in this Act 
referred to as the Exchequer contribution ). 

(2.) So much of section three of the Probate Duties ( Scotland and 
Ireland) Act, 1888, as directs the sum of five thousand pounds to 
be paid out of the Irish probate duty grant to the Loyal Dublin 15 
Society for the improvement of the breed of horses and cattle is 
hereby repealed as from the end of the present financial year , and 
that sum shall be paid for that purpose out of moneys provided by 
Parliament. 

8. — (1.) For the purposes of this Act there shall be established 20 
a Guarantee Fund under the direction of the Treasury, consisting of 
two portions (in this Act referred to respectively as the cash portion 
and the contingent portion of the Fund). 

(2.) There shall be paid in every financial year to the Guarantee 
Fund — 25 

(«.) in respect of the cash portion of the Fund — 

(i.) the Exchequer contribution of forty thousand pounds ; 
and 

(ii.) the Irish probate duty grant ; and 

(iii.) the county per-centage payable as in this Act 30 
mentioned out of purchase-annuities ; and 

( b ) in respect of the contingent portion of the Fund if and 
when and to the extent required in pursuance of this Act, the 
following local grants, that is to say grants — 

(i.) for rates and contributions in lieu of rates on Government 35 
property in Ireland ; 

(ii.) in aid of the cost of maintenance of pauper lunatics in 
district asylums in Ireland ; 

(iii.) in aid of the salaries of schoolmasters and school- 
mistresses in workhouses in Ireland, of the salaries of 40 
medical officers of workhouses and of dispensaries in 
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Ireland, and of the cost of medicines and medical and 
surgical appliances, in Ireland, and of the salaries of 
officers appointed or constituted under the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878 ; 

5 (iv.) in aid of the maintenance of children in industrial 

schools in Ireland ; and 

(v.) for the expenses of the Commissioners of National 
Education in Ireland under the account headed “ National 
Schools.” 

10 (3.) The cash portion of the Guarantee Fund so far as not 

required in any financial year for the purpose of meeting charges 
on the Guarantee Fund, shall be applied as follows, that to say, — 

(a) the Exchequer contribution, shall be carried to a reserve 
fund until a sum of two hundred thousand pounds has been so 

15 carried ; and so far as not required for that purpose, shall be 
paid to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account and applied as 
if it were part of the Irish probate duty grant ; 

(b) the Irish probate duty grant shall be paid to the Local Taxation 
(Ireland) Account, and applied in manner provided by section 

20 three of the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888, 
so far as unrepealed by this Act ; and 

(c) the county per-centage arising from a purchase-annuity in 
respect of a holding in any county, shall be paid to the Local 
Taxation (Ireland) Account, and (save as otherwise provided 

25 by this Act) applied as if it were part of the share of the 
county in the Irish probate duty grant. 

9. — (1.) If by reason of default in the payment of purchase- 
annuities the Land Purchase Account is at any time insufficient to 
meet the dividends and sinking fund payments and county per- 

30 centage, and the repayment of advances to the Consolidated Fund, 
the deficiency shall be a charge on the Guarantee Fund and be paid 
thereout to the Land Purchase Account, subject to such adjustment 
of charge between the several counties as herein-after mentioned. 

(2.) If the cash portion of the Guarantee Fund is at any time 

35 insufficient to pay the whole of such deficiency, the Treasury shall, 
after the proceeding in this section mentioned, order that such sum 
as appears to them necessary to pay the residue of such deficiency 
shall be paid to the Guarantee Fund out of the local grants forming 
the contingent portion of the fund, and shall be deducted from the 

40 local grants, and by their order the Treasury shall make such pro- 
vision as seems to them necessary or proper for carrying the order 
into effect, and the order shall be duly observed by all persons. 
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(3.) Tlie Treasury, before making any such order, shall send 
to the Lord Lieutenant a notice stating the amount and date of 
the proposed payment, and if before that date, or such later date 
as on the application of tlie Lord Lieutenant the Treasury may 
allow, the Lord Lieutenant causes to be paid to the Guarantee 5 
Fund from the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, the required 
sum, -with interest at the rate of four per cent per annum from the 
date of the notice, the order shall not be made. 

(4.) The Lord Lieutenant shall recoup the Local Taxation 
(Ireland) Account for such payment by raising the said sum, 10 
including the interest, by the levy thereof upon the county or 
counties liable thereto, in manner herein-after mentioned. 

10. — (1.) Subject to the directions of the Treasury, the sums 
carried to the reserve fund may be used for temporary advances 
to the Land Purchase Account or other current purposes of the 15 
Guarantee Fund, and so far as not so used shall be invested by 
the Treasury, and the income arising from such investments shall, 
with the resulting income therefrom, be invested and accumulated 
and form part of the reserve fund. 

(2.) If in any year it appears to the Lord Lieutenant, on the 20 
report of the Local Government Board and the Land Department, 
that by reason of any exceptional agricultural calamity in any comity 
it would be advisable in the public interest that all or part of a 
sum required to meet a deficiency of the Land Purchase Account 
arising from default in the payment of purchase-annuities in that 25 
couutv should be advanced out of the reserve fund, instead of 
being paid out of the share of the county in any part of the 
Guarantee Fund or out of such levy upon the county as herein- 
after mentioned, he may, with the consent of the Treasury, make 
an order directing that an adequate portion of the reserve fimd 30 
shall be advanced for such purpose. 

(3.) Every such order shall he laid before both Houses of 
Parliament, and shall not come into operation until it has lain for 
not less than thirty days on the table of each House of Parliament, 
nor if a resolution objecting to the order has been passed by either 35 
House of Parliament. 

(4.) Where a portion of the reserve fund is advanced in pursuance 
of such order, the Exchequer contribution, so far as not required for 
meeting charges on the Guarantee Fund shall, instead of being paid 
to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, he carried to the reserve 40 
fund until the said advance and tlie income which, in the opinion 
of the Treasury, would have arisen therefrom is replaced. 
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(5.) If after any purchase-annuities have ceased, the Treasury, A.D. 1890. 
having regard to the amount of annuities which have so ceased, p art 
declare that the reserve fund, or any part thereof i9 no longer Sale and. 
required for the purposes of this Act, they may cause such fund * Holding/. 
5 or part to be applied, if necessary, for the redemption of guaran- 
teed land stock, and so far as not required for that purpose, to be 
carried to the Local Taxation (Ireland) account, and the amount so 
carried shall be applied for such local purposes of public utility in 
Ireland as may be determined by Parliament. 

19 Guarantee Deposit. 

11 . — (1.) Subject to the liability for the guarantee under this Application 
Act, the stock retained as a guarantee deposit in respect of any ^ r 0 e f duc ' 
holding — guarantee 

(a.) shall be retained by the Land Department until they dep0Slt ' 

15 ascertain, and by order declare, that by means of the pur- 
chase-annuity (exclusive of the purchasers insurance money) 
or by a sale of the holding a sum equal to the guarantee 
deposit has been repaid on account of the principal of the 
advance secured on the holding, and shall then be subject to 
2Q the provisions of this Act with respect to the distribution of the 
purchase money ; and 

(5.) the income of such stock shall be paid to the landlord or other 
person appearing to the Land Department to be entitled thereto. 

(2.) The guarantee deposit in respect of any holding, while 
25 retained by the Land Department, shall be a guarantee, as by this 
Act provided, of the purchase-annuity charged on the holding, and 
if the Land Department declare the whole or any part of an 
instalment of the annuity to be an irrecoverable debt, they shall 
meet the guarantee by transferring to the Land Purchase Account 
30 out of the guarantee deposit an amount equal to one half of such 
debt, and may sell securities to raise that amount. 

(3.) Such declaration shall not be made unless the Land Depart- 
ment either — 

{a.) have put in force their remedies for the recovery of the 
35 debt, or such of them as may appear to them to be under the 
circumstances most likely to secure payment of the debt, and 
have failed to realise the amount of the debt, or 

(b.) declare that there appears no reasonable probability of the 
amount being realised by means of any such remedy.

a.d. 1890. (4,.) if subsequently to any transfer from the guarantee deposit 

Part I. to the Land Purchase Account on account of an arrear declared 
Purchas^f an i r re cover able debt, any sums, whether arising from the 

Holdings, sale of the holding or otherwise, are applicable to the repayment to 
the guarantee fund of the net amount paid out of that fund by 5 
reason of such debt and arc in excess of that net amount, such 
excess shall he applied towards replacing the amount so trans- 
ferred from the guarantee deposit. 

(5.) Where the Land Department, on the sale of any holdings on 
the same estate and in the same county consider that, by retaining, 10 
as a guarantee deposit stock of a less amount, but available indiscri- 
minately for the whole of those holdings, the security afforded by 
the guarantee deposit will be enhanced, they may retain accordingly 
such amount of stock as they think sufficient, less than one fifth 
but not less than one tenth of the aggregate advances secured on 15 
tlioso holdings, and thereupon the provisions of this Act with 
respect to the guarantee deposit shall with the necessary modifica- 
tions apply as if the said stock were the guarantee deposit in respect 
of each of the holdings; but tlie declaration under this section, 
until the making of which the guarantee deposit is to be retained, 20 
shall he a declaration that a sum equal to one fifth of the principal of 
the aggregate advances secured on all the holdings has been repaid. 

(6.) If subsequently agreements are made for the sale of further 
holdings on the same estate and in the same county, the Land 
Department may retain stock of such nominal value as they might 25 
have retained if the holdings liad been sold at the time of the 
previous sale, and stock so retained shall, together with the stock 
previously retained, form in manner above provided the guarantee 
deposit for all and each of the holdings sold. 

(7.) If the Land Department are satisfied that the purchase 30 
money and the value of the interest which a tenant agrees to buy in. 
his holding are in excess of an advance made for the purchase of 
that holding, they may, if the excess is at least one fourth of such 
value, dispense with any guarantee deposit, and if the excess is less 
than one fourth, may reduce the guarantee deposit by an amount 35 
proportionate to that excess. 

Adjustment between Counties and recoupment out of Local Bate. 

12.— (1.) Where any sum is charged on the Guarantee l?imd 
to meet a deficiency of the Land Purchase Account arising from 
default in the payment of purchase annuities ; that sum shall, as 40 
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between the several counties in Ireland, be borne by the county or A. P. i8 9Q. 
.counties in which the default occurred in manner provided by Part I. 
regulations under this section, and as between the local authorities purchase o f 
and persons in the county shall be borne in manner provided by Holdings . 

5 those regulations. from 

(2.) The Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of the Treasury, annuiSL 
shall make regulations for carrying into effect this section as 
respects the accounts to be made out, and the annual adjustment of 
the burden between the counties and between the local authorities 
10 and persons therein, and such regulations shall provide for the burden 
which on such adjustment falls to be borne by any county, being 
charged, against the share of the county in the different portions 
of the Guarantee Fund in the following order, that is to say, 
first, the Exchequer contribution and the county percentage ; 

15 secondly, the Irish probate duty grant ; and thirdly, the contingent 
portion of the Guarantee Fund ; and those shares shall be ascer- 
tained ( in accordance with the rules under this Act) on the basis 
of the then next preceding financial year. 

(3.) The share of the county in the contingent portion of the 
20 Guarantee Fund shall be ascertained, and a sum charged against 
that share shall be charged against the Local Taxation (Ireland) 

Account, and be paid thereout accordingly, and shall be raised by 
the Lord Lieutenant by a levy upon the county in manner herein- 
after mentioned. 

25 (4.) An order of the Treasury directing money to be paid into 

the Guarantee Fund out of the local grants, shall direct it to be 
paid out of the local grants in such order as may be required by 
or in pursuance of the regulations under this section. 

13. — (1.) For the purpose of raising a sum which under this Recoupment 
30 Act is required to be raised by the Lord Lieutenant by a levy upon ^ 
a county, the Lord Lieutenant shall (unless on account of the paid for

other reason, he thinks it desirable to raise the sum by a special annuities, 
rate) send to the secretary of the grand j ury of the county a requisi-

of the sum named in the requisition within such period specified 
in the requisition and not less than two months after the then 
next assizes at which presentments can be made, as under the 
circumstances appears to the Lord Lieutenant reasonable. 

40 (2.) The requisition shall be laid before the grand jury at the 

next assizes at which presentments can be made, and the grand jury

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shall, without any previous proceeding at any presentment sessions, 
make a presentment for the amount payable in pursuance of the 
requisition together with such further sum as may be necessary 
to defray the costs of collection to be levied off the county at 
large, and in default of such presentment the judge of assize shall 5 
order the same to be raised, and such order shall have the force of a 



presentment. 

(3.) The county treasurer out of the first moneys coming to his 
hands in respect of all the presentments made at the said assizes 
shall pay into the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account in accordance 10 
with the requisition, the sum thereby required to be paid, and that 
sum shall be carried in that account to the credit of the county. 



Levy of 
special rate. 



14. — (1.) If the Lord Lieutenant thinks it desirable (as before 
mentioned) to raise the required sum in a county by a special rate, 
or if from any cause the whole of the sum named in the requisi- 15 
tion is not paid in pursuance thereof, the Lord Lieutenant shall 
raise the sum required by means of a special rate. 

(2.) In that event, the Lord Lieutenant shall, by warrant under 
his hand, or under the hand of the Chief Secretary, appoint 
persons for the purpose, and such persons shall applot and collect 20 
in the county a special rate sufficient to raise the sum named in 
the warrant, which sum shall include, besides the sum required to 
he raised, such further sum as the Lord Lieutenant considers will 
he required to pay the costs of raising the rate, including such 
remuneration as he may assign to the said persons. 25 

(3.) The special rate shall be applotted rateably upon all 
hereditaments in the county liable to the county cess and be payable 
by the occupier of those hereditaments. 

(4.) Every person so appointed shall, for the purpose of the 
execution of his duties, have all the powers, authorities, and 30 
remedies given by law to the collector of county cess, and shall 
account in manner directed by the Lord Lieutenant for the sums 
collected, and the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant shall be con- 
clusive proof that the sums named in the warrant are to be raised 
in the county, and that the person named in the warrant is autho- 35 
rised to applot and collect the rate for the same. 

(5.) Any person liable to pay a rate under this section shall 
on demand, before the execution of the warrant of collection, be 
entitled to inspect the applotment and the warrant or a copy 
thereof. 40 
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(6.) Any money collected by means of such rate shall be paid to 
. the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, and there carried to the 
credit of the county, and any balance standing to that credit shall 
be applied in payment of sums which subsequently, in pursuance 
5 of this Act, are to be raised by the Lord Lieutenant by a levy upon 
the county. 

(7.) If the special rate is insufficient to raise the sum which it 
was required to raise, the deficiency may be raised subsequently 
in the same manner as, or as an addition to, any sum which can 
10 under this Act be raised by the Lord Lieutenant by a levy upon the 
county. 

Limit of Advance. 

15. — (1.) The amount of advances made in pursuance of this Act 
in respect of holdings in any county shall not exceed, irrespective 
15 of the addition herein-after mentioned, the aggregate of the 
following sums : — 

{a) a sum equal to twenty-five years' purchase of the share of 
the county in the Exchequer contribution, the Irish probate 
duty grant, and the contingent portion of the Guarantee Eund ; 
20 and 

(i) such sum as the Lord Lieutenant may assign out of the 
unappropriated balance of the money authorised by the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Acts, 1885 and 1888, to be issued. 

(2.) Whenever the Treasury are of opinion that the advances 
25 made in respect of the holdings in any county approximate to the 
foregoing limit, they shall certify their opinion to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and thereupon the Lord Lieutenant shall forthwith determine, 
on the basis of the financial year then next preceding, the share of 
that county in the Exchequer contribution, the Irish probate duty 
30 grant, and the contingent portion of the Guarantee Eund by 
apportioning the same (in accordance with the rules herein-after 
contained) among the counties in Ireland, and may assign to the 
county such proportion as he thinks fit of the said unappropriated 
balance. 

35 (4.) The Treasury may by order authorise an additional amount 

to be advanced in respect of holdings in a county, provided that the 
aggregate of the additional amount so authorised for all the counties 
in Ireland shall not exceed the aggregate of the following sums : — 

(a) the sums for the time being repaid on account of the 
40 principal of the money authorised by the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Acts, 1885 and 1888, to be issued ; and 
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(b.) the capital value of the sinking' fund of tlie guaranteed 
land stock under this Act ; 

hut any such order shall not come into operation until it has lain 
for not less than thirty days upon the table of the House of 
Commons, nor if a resolution objecting to the order lias been passed 5 
by such House. 

(5.) After the commencement of this Act no money shall be 
issued under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Acts, 1885 and 1888, 
except for the purpose of advances or the purchase of estates, 
where application has before the beginning of the present financial 10 
year or any later date fixed by the Treasury, been made in the case 
of an advance by an originating statement, and in the case of a 
purchase of an estate by the undertaking of tenants to buy their 
holdings, and so much of the money authorised by the said Acts to 
be issued for the above-mentioned purposes as by virtue of this 15 
enactment cannot be issued is in this section referred to as the 
unappproriated balance of such money. 

Supplemental Provisions. 

Vesting Order. 

16. — (1.) Where an agreement for sale by a landlord and a 20 
tenant is lodged with the Land Department in pursuance of this 
Act, the tenant shall not, unless the vesting order is refused, he 
liable for rent accruing due after the previous gale day for the rent ; 
but shall be liable to pay interest at the rate of four per cent 
per annum on the purchase money, as from that gale day until the 26 
first gale day for the payment of purchase-annuities which occurs 
after the date of the vesting order ; and for the purposes of t his 
section the previous gale day for the rent shall be tlie gale day next 
before the lodgment of the agreement, or if it is lodged on a gale 
day, then that gale day. 3 Q 

(2.) The said interest shall be payable to the Land Department 
half-yearly on the first days of May and November, and shall be 
recovered by them as if it were an instalment of a purchase-annuity 
charged on the holding, and when received shall, after deducting 
expenses, he paid by them to the landlord, or other person entitled 35 
thereto. 

(3.) If the vesting order is refused, the agreement for sale shall 
become void, and the tenant shah he liable to pay his rent in like 
manner as if that agreement had never been made, hut any sum 
paid by the Land Department to the landlord for interest paid 40 
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by the tenant in pursuance of this section shall be allowed by the 
landlord to the tenant as if it were rent paid. 

17. — (1.) A vesting order of the Land Department under this 
Act as regards any holding shall vest the holding in the purchaser, 
5 and charge it with the purchase-annuity ; and the first instalment 
of such annuity shall, if the vesting order is ma dcon a gale day 
for the payment of purchase-annuities, be paid on the next such 
gale day, and in any other case be paid on the second such gale 
day which occurs after the making of the vesting order. 

10 (2.) When the vesting order is made, the tenant shall be free 

from all arrears of rent or other liabilities affecting the holding due 
by him to the landlord as such. 

(3.) The vesting order shall be binding upon all persons claim- 
ing any estate or interest in the land comprised in the holding, 
15 including Her Majesty the Queen, and shall be effectual to vest 
in the purchaser and charge the purchase-annuity on the fee 
simple and inheritance of the holding described in the order, 
subject to such exceptions and reservations (if any) as to mines, 
timber, and fishery, or other rights as may be specified in the order, 
20 and subject to any public rights affecting the same, and to the 
provisions of this section respecting the tenant's interest, and 
respecting easements, but save as aforesaid discharged from all 
estates, charges, interests, and incumbrances whatsoever as well 
of Her Majesty as of all other persons whomsoever. 

25 (4.) Where the holding is purchased by the tenant thereof, the 

estate in fee simple vested in him by the vesting order shall, subject 
to the charge of the purchase-annuity, and to any such charge for 
the excess of the purchase money above the advance as is set out in 
the order, he deemed to he a graft upon the previous interest of the 
30 tenant in the holding, and he subject to any rights or equities 
arising therefrom ; provided that any charge on such previous 
interest of the tenant which is subsisting at the date of the 
vesting order, and was created under any Act passed before the 
passing of this Act and authorising the advance of public money 
35 or creating charges in respect of improvements on lands shall be 
a charge on the estate vested in the tenant by the vesting order 
next after the purchase-annuity. 

(5.) The holding vested in any person hv a vesting order under 
this Act shall continue to have appurtenant thereto, and to be 
40 subject to (as the case may be) any previously existing easements ; 
and any privileges or advantages previously in fact enjoyed, 
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whether by permission of the landlord or otherwise, in such 
manner and for such time, that if the holding had belonged to a 
different owner from the rest of the estate, they would have been 
easements, shall be easements within the meaning of this section, 
and shall be appurtenant to, or be exerciseable over, the holding (as 5 
the case may be).. 

(6.) The Land Department may, if they think fit, within twelve 
months after the date of a vesting order, by order determine any 
boundary of a holding sold under this Act, and such order shall be 
endorsed on or annexed to the vesting order, and shall have effect 10 
as part of, and as of the date of, the vesting order, and shall be 
conclusive as to the boundary so determined. 

Purchase Money. 

18. — (1.) Where the purchase money exceeds the advance 
under this Act, the Land Department shall, before making the 16 
vesting order, cause the excess, or any security for the same, to be 
carried to the sale account. 

(2.) After the making of a vesting order, the claims of all persons 
in respect of any estate, right, charge, or interest into or on the 
holding (except the tenant and persons claiming under him) shall 20 
attach to the purchase money, in like manner as immediately 
before that date they attached to the holding, and shall cease to 
be of any validity as against the holding, and, subject as in 
this Act mentioned, shall be redeemed or discharged out of the 
purchase money, and the Land Department shall determine the 25 
rights and priorities of such persons, and distribute the purchase 
money in accordance therewith. 

(3.) In the course of such distribution, the Department may 
order the payment of costs incurred by the landlord in or incidental 
to the sale, and may, whenever they think it just or expedient, 30 
compromise by the payment of any principal or annual sum, any 
postponed, contingent, or doubtful or other claim of a person to any 
share or interest in the purchase money. 

(4.) The Land Department may, either with or without any 
application, cause any securities or cash under their control on 36 
account of the purchase money, whether arising from principal or 
interest, to be transferred or paid into the High Court, or if 
retained by them to be sold, realised, or invested in any manner 
in which securities or cash under the control of the High Court 
may be sold, realised, or invested. 40 
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Liabilities of Holding. 

19. — (1.) Every purchase-annuity charged on a holding by a 
vesting order under this Act shall be a first charge on that holding. 

(2.) When the whole or any part of an instalment of any 
5 purchase-annuity due on any gale day is in arrear and unpaid the 
Land Department shall within one month from such gale day cause 
the prescribed notice to be served upon the proprietor of the 
holding, requiring him forthwith to pay such arrear, and if the 
arrear, after making the set off (if any) allowed under this Act on 
10 account of purchaser’s insurance money, is not paid within three 
months from the service of such notice, the holding shall be liable 
to be sold under this Act. 

(3.) Where a holding is liable to be sold under this Act, 
then subject to the provisions of this Act, the Land Department 
15 shall forthwith after the prescribed notice order such holding 
to be sold, and for that purpose may, at such time as they 
think expedient, exercise the powers conferred upon mortgagees 
by sections nineteen, twenty-one, and twenty-two of the Con- 
veyancing and Law of Property Act, 1881, so far as the same 
20 arc applicable : 

Provided that if in any year it appears to the Lord Lieutenant 
on the report of the Local Government Board and the Land 
Department that by reason of exceptional agricultural calamity in 
any county it is desirable so to do, the Lord Lieutenant may by 
25 order direct that the sales of holdings in that county on account of 
non-payment of arrears shall be suspended, and such further time 
given for payment of those arrears as he may think expedient. 

(4.) If within six months after a holding becomes liable to be 
sold under this Act by reason of an instalment of a purcliase- 
30 annuity being in arrear and unpaid, the bolding is not sold, or the 
amount of such arrear is not otherwise realized, the Land Depart- 
ment shall declare that for the purposes of the provisions of this 
Act relating to the guarantee deposit there appears to be no 
reasonable probability of the amount being realized; but such 
35 declaration shall not prevent any subsequent proceedings for the 
recovery of such arrear. 

(5.) The Land Department while any such sale is pending and 
also if unable to sell or if they think it useless to attempt a sale, 
[199,] 0 
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shall temporarily let or manage the holding for such time and in 
such manner as they think expedient. 

(6.) For the purpose of the sale or of the management of a 
holding under this Act, the Land Department may isstfe an 
order declaring the holding to be vested in them, and directing the 5 
sheriff to put them or their agent or nominee into possession of the 
holding, and thereupon the holding shall vest in the Land Depart- 
ment as if possession of it had been recovered in an action for the 
recovery of possession on the title at the suit of the Department, 
and the order shall he executed hy the sheriff in the like manner as 10 
a writ of possession after a judgment recovered in such an action. 

(7.) In acting under this section, the Land Department shall 
take such course as appears to them most beneficial to the 
Guarantee Fund, having regard to the interests of the person 
entitled to the residue of the purchase money. 15 

(8.) The Land Department shall not without the consent of the 
Treasury sell a holding at such price, or on such terms as will cause 
loss to the Guarantee Fund, but with such consent the holding 
may be sold either free from the purchase-annuity or subject to 
such reduced purchase-annuity for a term not exceeding the normal 20 
term of .the original purchase-annuity as the Land Department fix, 
and the provisions of this Act with respect to the original purchase- 
annuity shall apply to such reduced purchase-annuity. 

20.— (1.) The net proceeds of the sale of a holding under this Act 
shall be applied in paying any costs due to the Land Department by 25 
reason of arrears of the purchase-annuity charged on the holding, 
and subject thereto shall be paid to the Land Purchase Account and 
applied — 

(a) first, in the repayment of so much of the advance as will 
not be repaid by any purchase-annuity charged on the holding 30 
as sold ; and 

(fi) secondly, in the payment of any arrears of the purchase- 
annuity and the repayment of any sums paid out of the 
Guarantee Fund or guarantee deposit by reason of former 
arrears : 35 

and the residue (if any) shall be paid to the person who appears 
to the Land Department to be entitled thereto. 

(2.) The net proceeds of any letting or management of a holding 
under this Act shall, so far as not required for the discharge of 
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the sums clue in respect of the current instalments of the purchase- 
annuity on the holding, be paid into the Laud Purchase Account, 
and applied as directed by this Act with respect to that account. 

(3.) Every instalment of such portion of the original purchase- 
5 annuity charged on a holding ordered to be sold — 

{a) as is not on a sale either redeemed or charged on the 
holding by a reduced purchase-annuity ; or 

(6) as is not defrayed out of the proceeds of any letting or 
management of the holding by the Department, 

10 shall continue to be charged on and paid out of the Guarantee 
Fund to the Land Purchase Account in like manner as it would 
have been if the holding had not been ordered to he sold, and 
default had been made in payment of such instalment, and for 
the purpose of the guarantee deposit shall be an irrecoverable 
15 debt, but such instalment shall not be payable out of any other 
funds of the Land Department. 

(4.) So long as a holding is in the occupation of the Land 
Department, or of any manager appointed by them, no poor 
rate, county cess, income tax, or borough or other local rate 
20 shall be recoverable or leviable in respect of the holding; 
provided that the Laud Department, if they have in their hands 
any net proceeds of the management of the holding, shall apply 
the same to the payment of such rate, cess, or tax ; and every such 
rate, cess, and tax shall be apportionable for the purpose of this 
25 section. 

21. — (1.) A holding while subject to a purchase-annuity under 
this Act, shall, as between the Land Department and the 
proprietor for the time being of the holding, be subject to the 
following conditions of purchase, that is to say, to the conditions 
30 specified in section thirty of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881 
(set out in the second schedule to this Act), and also to the 
following conditions : — 

(a.) The proprietor shall not, without the consent of the Land 
Department, do any act which if done by a tenant at will 
35 wouldas between him and his landlord be waste. 

(If.) The proprietor shall keep all main drains and watercourses 
upon the holding at the date of the agreement for sale in good 
order, repair, and condition. 

[199.] C 2 
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( c .) The proprietor shall permit any person authorised in that 
behalf by the Land Department at all reasonable times to 
enter upon the holding and ascertain how far the several 
conditions of purchase are being observed. 

(2.) Where the proprietor persistently, after written notice given 5 
by the Land Department requiring him to observe the same, 
contravenes any of the conditions of purchase which are set out in 
this section, or where the holding is liable to he sold for a breach 
of any of the conditions of purchase set out in the second schedule 
to this Act, then, without prejudice to any other* remedy, the 10 
holding shall he liable to be sold under this Act. 

(4.) It shall he the duty of the Land Department to enforce the 
observance of the conditions of purchase. 



Supplemental as to Guaranteed Land Stock. 

22. — (1.) The National Debt Commissioners shall have power 15 
out of any funds in their hands to purchase guaranteed land stock. 

(2.) They shall also, within the limits fixed by the Treasury 
in communication with them, give on application Consolidated 
annuities, whether created under the National Debt Conversion Act, 
1888, or consolidated with the annuities so created, in exchange for 20 
an equal nominal amount of guaranteed land stock. 

23. With respect to guaranteed land stock and the sinking 
fund for the same, the following provisions shall have effect, 
that is to say : — 

(1.) The Treasury may create and place at the disposal of the 25 
Land Department for the purposes of this Act, such amount, 
of the stock as the Land Department show to tlic Treasury to 
he required. 

(2.) The stock created from time to time shall he consolidated 
with the like stock previously created, and all the stock shall be 30 
transferable in the books of the Banks of England and Ireland 
respectively in like manner as consolidated stock forming part 
of the National Debt, and shall be subject to the enactments 
relating to that stock so far as is consistent with the tenor of 
those enactments and this Act, so, however, that the said 35 
enactments shall not create any further charge on the 
Consolidated Eund than is created by this Act. 
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(3.) All persons having power, whether subject or not to any 
restrictions or conditions, to invest in any other stock of the 
National Debt, shall have power, subject to the same restrictions 
and conditions (if any), to invest in the stock. 

5 (4.) The creation of the stock shall be effected by a warrant from 

the Treasury to the Bank of England or Ireland directing them 
from time to time to inscribe in then books such amount of 
stock in such names and on such account as may be directed 
by a warrant of the Land Department, so that the amounts 
10 so inscribed do not exceed in the aggregate the amount men- 
tioned in the warrant of the Treasury ; but no payment shall 
be made in respect of dividends on stock so created until the 
first dividend day which occurs next after the date of issue 
of that stock. 

15 (5.) The Land Department may issue the stock by means of 

such a warrant to the Bank of England or Ireland as above 
mentioned; and the first of the usual dividend days which 
occurs next after the date of the warrant shall be the date of 
issue of the stock specified in that warrant ; and together with 
20 the first dividend there shall be paid out of the Land Purchase 
Account as part of the dividends on the stock, interest at the 
rate of two and three quarters per cent, per annum on the 
nominal amount of the stock for the period between the date (to 
be named in the warrant) at which the interest payable by the 
25 purchasing tenant will cease, and the date of issue of the stock. 

(6.) The notice for the purpose of redemption of the stock shall 
be not less than one month’s notice, and shall be given by 
a resolution of the House of Commons, signified by the Speaker 
in writing and printed in the Loudon and Dublin Gazettes, and 
30 the stock may be redeemed at such time or times and either in 
one sum or in such sums and proportions and in such order 
and manner as Parliament may direct. 

(7.) The sums carried to the sinking fund shall bo paid to 
the National Debt Commissioners and shall together with any 
35 income arising from investments on account of the fund, be 
applied by them in the purchase or redemption of the stock, 
and until so applied shall be invested by them in securities 
charged on or guaranteed by the Consolidated Eund of the 
United Kingdom ; and any guaranteed land stock so purchased 
4,0 . or redeemed shall be cancelled, and the money Avliich other- 
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wise would be applicable to pay tlie dividends on and sinking 
fund, payments for such stock shall, notwithstanding such 
cancellation or redemption, be paid out of the Laud Purchas e 
Account and carried to the sinking fund and dealt with as 
income arising from investments. 5 

(8.) The warrants of the Treasury and of the Land Department, 
issued in pursuance of this Act, shall be a sufficient autho- 
rity to the Banks of England and Ireland respectively for doing 
the things thereby directed. 

24. Tor the purpose of calculating the remuneration to the 10 
Banks of England and Ireland respectively, for the management 

of the National Debt, the guaranteed land stock shall form part of 
the unredeemed National Debt ; but such proportion of the amount 
payable in respect of that remuneration as corresponds to the amount 
of guaranteed land stock, shall if the Treasury so direct be paid 15 
by the Land Department to the Consolidated Eund as part of their 
expenses under this Act. 

As to Guarantee and other Ifmids. 

25. In determining for the purpose of any provision of this Act 
the share of a county in any portion of the Guarantee Eund, the 20 
following rules shall be observed : — 

(1.) The Irish probate duty grant and the Exchequer contribution 
shall respectively be divided between the counties in the pro- 
portion in which the Irish probate duty grant is under the 
Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888, distributable 25 
among the guardians of unions and road authorities of each 
county. 

(2.) The contingent portion of the Guarantee Eund shall be 
divided between the counties in proportion to the amounts 
which would, irrespectively of this Act, have been payable 30 
for the local purposes of each county, in the financial year 
on the basis of which the apportionment is made, out of 
moneys provided by Parliament for the local grants forming 
the contingent portion of the Guarantee Eund. 

(3.) Where the benefits of any school or lunatic asylum for the 35 
purposes of which any local grant is payable are not confined 
to the county in which such school or asylum is situate, the 
Lord Lieutenant may assign such amount of the grant as 
he thinks just to any county appearing to him to be benefited. 
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(4.) Where parts of a poor law union or other area for the local 
purposes of which auy part of the Irish probate duty grant, 
or any local grant is payable, are situate in more than one 
county, the grant shall be divided between each county in 
5 proportion to the rateable value of the parts situate in each 
county. 

(5.) Any question which may arise as respects the apportionment 
between two or more counties, or as respects the share of any 
county in any fund or portion of a fund or sum, or as respects 
10 the rights of or burdens of counties or local authorities or other 
persons in respect of payments out of the Guarantee Fund or 
the Local Taxation (Ireland) account, shall be referred to the 
Lord Lieutenant, whose decision shall be final. 

26 0 — (1.) The Exchequer contribution shall be paid out of the 
15 Consolidated Fund at such times in every year as the Treasury fix. 

(2.) Section one of the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) 
Act, 1888, shall be construed as if the Guarantee Fund under this 
Act were substituted for the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account. 

(3.) A sum payable out of the reserve fund, if in excess of the 
20 dividends, may be raised by the sale of securities held on account of 
that fund. 

(4.) A holding situate in more than one county shall for the 
purposes of this Act, be deemed to be in such county as the 
Land Department fix, having regard to the area and value of the 
25 holding. 

(5.) The amount of any sum payable out of the Guarantee Fund, 
or the guarantee deposit, or chargeable against any county, shall be 
certified in such manner as the Treasury direct, and a certificate so 
given shall be conclusive evidence of the facts stated in the certificate. 
30 (6.) Where any money is paid to the Land Purchase Account in 

respect of any purchaser’s insurance money, or the redemption of 
all or any part of a purchase annuity or of arrears or from any 
source other than the current half-yearly instalments of a purchase- 
annuity, or where money is paid to that account out of the 
35 Guarantee Fund, the Treasury shall cause such adjustments to he 
made between the sinking fund and the Land Purchase Account 
as appear to them necessary for carrying into effect the intention 
of this Act, and may for that purpose direct any payments to he 
made to or from the sinking fund or Land Purchase Account or 
40 the Guarantee Fund. 
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(7.) Where any sum paid out of the Guarantee Fund is repaid hy 
the Land Purchase Account, the same shall, subject to the regula- 
lations of the Treasury be credited to those portions or items of the 
Guarantee Fund against which the said sum was previously charged 
in the same proportions in which it was so charged. 5 



Turbary. 

27. — (1.) Where any tenants of holdings on an estate have 
purchased their holdings, the Land Department may, if the land- 
lord agrees to sell any hog oh the estate, purchase the same for the 
benefit of any tenants or purchasers of holdings on the estate who 10 
have been accustomed to exercise, whether as of right or hy 
permission, any privilege of turbary over any hog on the estate 
or for the benefit of any other tenants or purchasers of holdings 
on such estate and of other inhabitants of the neighbourhood. 

(2.) The amount of the purchase money and costs shall be 15 
defrayed as part of the expenses of the Land Department, and 
all sums received by the Land Department in respect of bogs pur- 
chased in pursuance of this section shall, if directed by the Treasury, 
he applied as an appropriation in aid of money provided hy 
Parliament for the expenses of the Land Department, and so far 20 
as not so directed, shall he paid into the Exchequer. 

(3.) The Land Department, before purchasing any bog, shall be 
reasonably satisfied that they will ultimately obtain from the bog 
an amount sufficient to repay the purchase money with interest at 
the rate of three and one eighth per cent per annum. 25 

(4.) Where the Land Department purchase a bog on an estate, 
and any tenants or purchasers of holdings on the estate have been 
accustomed, whether as of right or hy permission to exercise any 
privilege of turbary, the Department shall grant them that privilege, 
subject to the provisions herein-after contained as to payment, con- 30 
ditions, and regulations, and so far as such grants do not extend, 
may grant privileges of turbary to the tenants or purchasers of 
holdings on the estate, and to other inhabitants of the neighbour- 
hood, or any of them, and, in any case, shall require such payments 
as the Land Department consider will, after deducting current 35 
expenses, pay off with interest the purchase money and costs of 
purchase, and may make such conditions and regulations as they 
think expedient as to the exercise of the privileges granted. 
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(5.) When the hog or any part thereof is exhausted for the 
purposes of turbary, the Land Department may sell the same. 

(6.) Where a holding purchased by a tenant comprises a hog 
which is subject to a right of turbary exerciseable by persons 
5 other than the proprietor of the holding, the Land Department 
on application may make regulations for the purpose of securing 
that the exercise of the right shall not prevent the future reclama- 
tion of the bog, and that such persons shall have reasonable 
facilities for the exercise of the said rights. 

ID (7.) Any regulations under this section may provide for the 
punishment of any breach of them by a fine not exceeding ten 
pounds to be recovered in a summary manner. 

(8.) This section shall apply where holdings have been purchased 
either under this Act, or whether before or after the passing of 
15 this Act , under any of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Acts, or 
under the Irish Church Act, 1869 : Provided that where a holding 
subject to a right of turbary lias bccu purchased before the passing 
of this Act, the regulations under this section shall be made only 
on the application of the proprietor of the holding.

28. — (1,) Where an absolute order for the sale of an estate has 
been made in pursuance of the Landed Estates Court Act, and the 
estate is so circumstanced that it would, if this Act had not 
passed, he sold independently of the consent of the landlord as

Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1886, the Lord Lieutenant may- 
make such order as he thinks proper for securing the said applica- 
tion of the per-centage or any part thereof, on such terms and 
conditions and subject to such regulations as he thinks expedient, 
and may for that purpose withhold or suspend the distribution of 5 
the whole or part of the county per-centage when paid to the Local 
Taxation (Ireland) Account. 

35. Where a landlord is willing to sell all but not a portion 
only of the holdings on his estate, and a body of tenants not less 

in number than three-fourths of the whole number of tenants 10 
on the estate, and paying in rent not less than two thirds of the 
whole rent of the holdings on the estate, are willing to purchase 
their holdings, and other purchasers can be found to buy the residue

portion of the Guarantee Fund shall apply accordingly with the 
necessary modifications. 

(2.) There shall be applied for the purposes of this section the 
20 Church Surplus Grant (herein-after mentioned), and that grant 
shall be apportioned between the congested districts counties in 
proportion to the population of those counties, and the capital sum 
so apportioned to each county shall be added to the amount of 
advances which might otherwise be made in pursuance of this.

(a.) make grants to any persons for the purpose of aiding the 
emigration or migration of inhabitants of any congested union or 
electoral division, or any other place in Ireland, the circum- 30 
stances of which appear to the Board to render such aid 
desirable ; and 

(ft.) aid the supervision of arrangements for seeming the satis- 
factory emigration or migration of such inhabitants ; and 

( c .) may directly apply money for any such purpose as aforesaid ; 35 
and 

(d.) may apply money to promote or aid any scheme, the primary 
object of which is emigration or migration. 

For the purposes of this, part of this Act “ emigration ” and 
“ migration ” respectively include the settlement of families and 40 
persons in the place to which they emigrate or migrate. 
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46. — (1.) The Congested Districts Board may, if they think fit 
provide seed potatoes and seed oats, and sell the seed to any 
occupier of a holding in any congested union or electoral division 
subject to the following provisions : — 

5 {a) the seed shall be sold for ready money, and for not less than 

the cost of the seed (including all expenses incurred for 
carriage, storage, or otherwise), except so far as such cost may 
be defrayed out of gifts specially given to the Board, or moneys 
specially provided by Parliament, for that purpose ; and 
10 (5) the seed shall not be sold to any occupier unless the Board 

are satisfied that he will properly sow the same. 

(2.) When any seed has been so sold to any occupier, any person 
nominated by the Board may, at all reasonable times, enter into 
and examine any land occupied by such occupier, and ascertain 
15 whether the seed sold to him has been properly sown. 

47. — (1.) The Congested Districts Board may apply the moneys 
at their disposal for all or any of the following purposes, that is to 
say,— 

{a) for the investigation of the extent to which fish exist, and 
20 where and in what manner fishing can most usefully be 
assisted and developed on such parts of the coast of Ireland 
as the Board think proper ; and 

(5) for the instruction of persons in the curing of fish, whether 
by means of schools, or of curing-houses, or otherwise as the 
25 Board think expedient ; and 

( c ) in encouraging and developing tlie knowledge of practical 
and scientific agriculture, and the improvement of the breed of 
live stock and poultry ; and 

(d) in improving and developing weaving, or spinning, or any 
30 other industries or any industrial resources. 

(2.) The Board may either apply their money directly for the 
above purposes or make grants or loans to any persons, and may 
do so upon, under, and subject to such terms and conditions as the 
Board consider expedient, or may proceed partly in one mode 
35 and partly in the other ; and any moneys received in respect of the 
repayment of the loans or of interest on such loans may be applied 
as part of the moneys placed at the disposal of the Board. 

(3.) The Board of Works, on the requisition of the Congested 
Districts Board, shall pay out of the Irish Reproductive Loan Pund 
40 and the Sea and Coast ^Fisheries Pund, to the Congested Districts 
Board such sums, for the purposes of this Act, [as the Treasury 
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may sanction, and any sums so paid out of the. Irish Reproductive 
Loan Fund may he applied for those purposes in any county in 
which that fund is, before the passing of this Act, applicable. 

Establishment and Constitution of Congested Districts Board. 

48. — (1.) For a period of twenty years next after the passing of 5 
tliis Act there shall be a Board called the Congested Districts Board 
for Ireland, which shall consist of the Chief Secretary and of 

a member of the Land Department nominated by the Lord 
Lieutenant to especially represent agriculture, and of five unofficial 
members, but, in the absence of the Chief Secretary, the Under io 
Secretary shall take his place at the Board. 

(2.) It shall be lawful for Her Majesty, by warrant under the 
Royal Sign Manual, to appoint two or more persons to be temporary 
members of the Board for the purpose of the transaction of the *■' 
business of the Board relating to fisheries, agriculture, or other 15 
special matters. 

(6.) Three of the Board shall form a quorum, and any act of 
the Board may be signified under the hands of any three members 
of the Board. 

49. — (1.) The first unofficial members of the Board shall be 20 



(2.) If during tlic existence of the Board a vacancy occurs in the 
office of any unofficial member of the Board by death, resignation, 
incapacity, or otherwise, Her Majesty may by warrant under the 
Royal Sign Manual appoint some fit person to fill such vacancy. ] 

50 .— (1.) A secretary to the Congested Districts Board shall 25 
be appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, and receive such salary as 
the Lord Lieutenant, with the sanction of the Treasury, may assign 
(2.) The officers of the Land Department shall discharge such 
duties for the Board as the Lord Lieutenant may direct, and so far 
as those officers are insufficient to perform the duties required by 30 
the Board, the Board may, subject to the provisions of this Act as 
to existing officers, employ such' officers with such salaries or 
remuneration as the Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of the 
Treasury, may sanction. 

(3.) The said salaries and remuneration and the expenses of the 35 
Board , so far as they are not otherwise provided for, shall be paid 
out of moneys provided by Barliament. : • 
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51. — (1.) For the purposes of this part of this Act, the sum of 
one million Jive hundred thousand pounds (in this Act referred to as 
the Church Surplus Grant) shall he charged on the fund under the 
control of the Land Department under the Irish Church Act Amcnd- 
5 ment Act, 1881 (which fund is in this Act referred to as the Irish 
Church Temporalities Fund). 

(2.) The Land Department shall allow interest at the rate of two 
and three quarters per cent per annum on the sum so charged, or 
on so much thereof as lias not been applied for the Guarantee 
10 Fund towards the payment of any sum required to he raised by the 
Lord Lieutenant by a levy upon a congested districts county. 

(3.) The said interest shall bo paid at such times as the Treasury 
direct, and shall be placed at the disposal of the Congested 
Districts Board for the purposes of this Act, and so far as not for 
15 the time being required for those purposes may under the directions 
of the Treasury be invested in securities in which trustees are for 
the time being authorised to invest, and the income of such invest- 
ments shall be placed at the disposal of the Board as if it were the 
said interest on the Church Surplus Grant. 

20 (4.) The Board shall from time to time submit to the Treasury 

for their approval, in such form as may be fixed by the Treasury, an 
estimate showing the amount proposed by the Board to he expended 
for the purposes of this part of this Act, whether out of the interest 
on the Church Surplus Grant, or the income of investments, or 
25 out of the Dish Reproductive Loan Fund, or the Sea and Coast 
Fisheries Fund, and the Board shall not expend any sums except 
in accordance with such estimate after it is approved by the 
Treasury. 

(5.) The Treasury for the purpose of raising the Church Surplus 
30 Grant charged by this Act on the Irish Church Temporalities Fund, 
may borrow on the security of that fund and of the guarantee 
under this section such sums not exceeding in the aggregate the 
amount of the Church Surplus Grant and at such rate and on such 
terms as they think fit. 

35 {6.) The Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom shall he a 

guarantee for the payment of the principal and interest of any sum 
so borrowed , and, the Treasury shall from time to time issue out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom or the growing 
produce thereof such sums {if any) as may he necessary to give 
40 ejfect to such guarantee , but any money so issued shall be repaid to 
the Consolidated Fund out of the Irish Church Temporalities Fund. 
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(7.) Section twenty of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882, 
and section twelve of the Tramways and Public Companies 
(Ireland) Act, 1883 (which provide for the payment of sums out 
of the Irish Church Temporalities Fund), shall be repealed. 

52. The Congested Districts Board may, if they think fit, 5 
accept any gifts of property made to them for the purposes of 
this part of this Act, or any of them, and may apply the same in 
accordance with the directions of the giver, if they consider that 
such directions are in accordance with the principles on which the 
Board apply the moneys placed at their disposal under this Act, and 10 
subject to any such directions may apply them in like manner as 
those moneys. 

53. — (1.) Any property given to the Board, and any invest- 
ments made by or securities given to the Board may be held, made, 
and given by or to the Land Department, and shall be held by the 15 
Land Department in trust for the purposes of this part of this Act, 

or such of them, as the circumstances of the case require. 

(2.) The Board shall keep such accounts of their receipts and 
expenditure as the 'Treasury direct, and those accounts shall be 
audited as public accounts by the Controller and Auditor-General 20 
in accordance with such regulations as the Treasury make.

The Land Department. 

Constitution and Jurisdiction. 

54. — (1.) There shall bo a Land Department for Ireland con- 
5 sisting in the first instance of six Land Commissioners, one or more 

of whom shall hear the style of Judicial Land Commissioner. 

(2.) As soon as the state of business in the Land Department 
permits, the number of the Land Commissioners shall be reduced 
to three, one of whom shall be a Judicial Land Commissioner, and 
10 until the number of the Commissioners is so reduced any vacancy 
occurring in their number shall not be filled except on a certificate 
from the Lord Lieutenant to the effect that in his opinion the state 
of business in the Land Department requires the vacancy to be 
filled. 

15 (3.) The Land Judge for the time being shall be a Judicial 

Land Commissioner. 

(4.) Subject to the provisions of this Act with respect to the 
first Land Commissioners, each of the Land Commissioners other 
than a Judicial Land Commissioner shall be appointed by Her 
20 Majesty, and shall hold his office by the same tenure as if he 
were a county court judge, and shall receive such annual salary, 
not exceeding two thousand fine hundred pounds , as the Treasury 
may assign. 

(5.) Service as a Land Commissioner other than a Judicial 
25 Land Commissioner shall, hi the case of a Commissioner appointed 
after the commencement of this Act, be deemed to be service in 
the permanent civil service of the State within the meaning of 
section seventeen of the Superannuation Act, 1859. 

55. — (1.) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Land 
30 Department may, with the consent of and subject to regulations 

by the Treasury, appoint such officers and employ such persons as 
may be necessary for the purposes of this Act. 

(2.) Subject to the provisions of this Act with respect to existing 
officers, the officers of the Land Department shall receive such 
35 salaries or remuneration as the Treasury may assign, but an

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A.D. 1890. officer appointed after the commencement of this Act shall not be 
Partin titled to any pension or superannuation allowance under this 
The Land Act unless he has been admitted to his office with a certificate from 
Department. -q 16 Qj^il Service Commissioners. 

(3.) The power of appointing any officers of the Land Depart- 5 
ment who are not to be permanent civil servants of the Crown 
shall be exercisable by such persons, and subject to such conditions, 
as the Lord Lieutenant may, by Order in Council, with the 
concurrence of the Treasury, direct. 

Salaries, 56 . — (1.) The salaries a/nd pensions of the Land Commissioners 10 

" shall be charged on a/nd paid out of the Consolidated Fund or the 
fees! groioiny produce thereof 

(2.) The salaries, remuneration , and superannuation allowances 
of the officers of the Land Department, and such expenses (not 
otherwise provided for under this Act ) of carrying this Act into 15 
effect as may be sanctioned by the Treasury , shall be paid out of 
money provided by Parliament. 

(3.) All fees received by the Land Department shall, except so 
far as they are in pursuance of directions of the Treasury applied as 
an appropriation in aid of moneys provided by Parliament for 20 
expenses under this Act, be paid into the Exchequer. 

Jurisdiction 57 . — (i.) There shall be transferred to the Land Department 

Department. the jurisdiction, powers, and duties following, namely : —

(ii.) The jurisdiction, powers, and duties of — 

(a) the Land J udge under the Supreme Court of Judicature 
(Ireland) Act, 1877, or any subsequent enactment ; and 

( b ) the Land Commission, or any member thereof, under 

any enactment. 35 

(2.) The Treasury may from time to time, on being satisfied that 
the transfer to the Land Department of any of the powers or duties 
lierein-after mentioned would be conducive to efficiency and 
economy, order that there be transferred to the Land Department 
any of tbe powers or duties of the Board of Works under any of the 40 
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enactments mentioned in the Third Schedule to this Act, or any 
amending enactment, so far as any such enactment relates to loans 
for the improvement of lands in Ireland, or to the erection of farm 
buildings or labourers cottages, and thereupon those powers and 
5 duties shall be transferred accordingly, but the exercise and per- 
formance thereof shall he subject to the like control by the Treasury 
as at the commencement of this Act. 

(3.) The Land Department may exercise, for the purposes of their 
duties under any part of this Act, any powers vested in them by 
10 virtue of the transfer of the powers of the Landed Estates Court 
(Ireland) and the Land Judge. 

(4.) The Land Department shall not be subject to be restrained 
in the execution of their powers under this Act by the order of any 
court, nor shall any proceedings before them be removed by 
15 certiorari into any court. 

58. — (1.) An appeal shall lie to the Land Department from any 
decision of a county court judge acting under any of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Acts, or of a sub- commission under any of those Acts. 

(2.) A' further appeal shall, with the consent of the Land 
20 Department, but not otherwise, lie from any decision of the Land 
Department on an appeal under the foregoing provisions of this 
section to the Court of Appeal, whose decision shall he final, but 
such further appeal shall not he permitted in respect of any 
decision as to the amount of judicial rent, or any question of value 
25 or damages, or any matter left in the discretion of the Land 
Department. 

(3.) An appeal shall he to the Court of Appeal from any judg- 
ment or order of a Land Commissioner acting in a matter of a 
judicial character or involving a question of law or a mixed 
30 question of law and of fact. 

(4.) The right of appeal under this section shall be subject to 
the like conditions as an appeal from a judge of the High Court. 

59 — (i.) The Land Department shall be a body corporate with 
perpetual succession and a common seal, having power to acquire 
35 land for the purpose of any enactment under which the Land 
Department is for the time being authorised to act. 

(2.) Judicial notice shali be taken of the official seal of the Land 
Department, and any instrument purporting to be sealed therewith 
shall for all purposes be admissible in evidence, and, if a copy, 
40 shall be admissible in like manner as the original.

annuity, rentcharge, or rent is redeemed under this section, the purchase money 
shall be dealt with as capital moneys arising under the said Act.
